Stand there- 
fore,” Eph. 6:13, 14. 
THE NECESSITY 

1. In verse eleven the apostle pictures 
the church in conflict against Satan. He 
desires it to be victorious in conquest, 
therefore, he points out the _ warrior’s 
armour or equipment. The scene will 
yield to a simple analysis, as when an 
army enters into conflict with an oppos- 
ing army there is most assuredly an 
equipment necessitated. The victory de- 
pends as much on the equipment and 
preparation for a contending struggle as 
it does on the skill of the warrior. Re- 
gardless of how well trained a minister 
may be, he can never be victorious unless 
equipped with the armour of God. Satan, 
who has spoiled thrones and dominions 
and led them astray from God, is by no 
means a novice or a weakling. There Is 
no way to oppose him except clothed with 
the power and equipment of the Holy 
Ghost. The purpose is to be able to 
“stand against the wiles of the devil.” 
Wiles is translated from the Greek word 
“methodeas,’ which means the same aa 
our English word “methods.” He is not 
uncertainly opposing the church; he 1s 
well organized in tactics and power. He 
does not concede the victory to you sim- 
ply because you have been baptized with 
the Holy Ghost; he will test every inch 
of your position and ground in question. 
He followed Jesus into the wilderness 
for conflict; he followed Him back to the 
city and tried to overcome Him, and 
when beaten in his effort he ever sought 
to destroy Him by physical death. He 
enters upon your territory unawares 
while you are neglecting prayer or jok- 
ing and having a good time, as you call 
it; then when you go to preach or pray 
you feel that your power is shorn by the 
devil, your armour is gone. 

CONFLICT DEFINED 


In verse twelve the apostle defines the 
bounds and objects of the believer’s con- 
tending foes, saying, “We wrestle not 
against flesh and blood, but against prtn- 
cipalities, against powers, against the 
rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against. spiritual wickedness in high

places.” The opposition we have througu 
men and those who oppose us is not mere- 
ly from “flesh and blood;” it is from tne 
satanic powers that contro] the flesh.The 
Apostle Paul mentions some _ such con- 
flict when he says, “If after the manner 
of men I have fought with beasts ar 
Ephesus.” He had here no doubt contena- 
ed for the truth of the resurrection ana 
to set those that were in error right, 
wrestling in prayer and a “battle or 
words” as with beasts. The wild, oppos- 
ing, stubborn, devilish nature of men 1s 
here pictured as fallen to opposing beast:. 
PRINCIPALITIES 

From the Greek “archas,” meaning the 
first rank in power. The definite article 
shows it to be plural. Its meaning is the 
first rank of ruling powers, which was 
under Lucifer before he fell. After his 
fall he has continued to lead those he de- 
ceived in war against God, holding whar- 
ever of his original kingdom _ possible 
These powers are lodged in the heaven- 
lies and hold back the prayers of the 
saints. Cheesecloth prayers, rose colored, 
two or three minute prayers, “me and 
my wife, my son John, and his wife, us 
four and no more” prayers do not pierce 


these principalities. That is why your 
prayer goes unanswered—you are nor 
willing to “wrestle.” “Wrestle comes 


from the Greek word “pallo,” meaning tv 
wrestle, to wield, to sway, whirl, swing, 
to toss with the arms; a contest, struggle. 
It pictures an actual wrestling, a hard 
struggle. But many, instead of being will- 
ing to go around and around with the 
devil in a struggle for victory, surrendei 
and say, “I can’t pray.” 
POWERS 

From the Greek “eksouseas,” likewise 
plural and means proper authority. Au- 
thorities commissioned under satan are 
here in view. We not only have to wrestle 
against the first rank, but against “au- 
thorities” as distributed in connection 
with other reigning agencies. “Against 
the rulers of the darkness of this 
world.” These principalities and powers 
are these that dominate the “rulers of 
this world of darkness;” they derive 
their power and authority from the devil, 
and oppose righteousness generally. 


Daniel says in Dan, 10:13, “The Prince 
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of the kingdom of Persia withstood me 
one and twenty days.” What! the Prince 
of Persia resisting Daniel’s prayer? Not 
the personal king, but the reigning de- 
mon that was controlling and shaping 
the kingdom of Persia was trying to 
hinder Daniel’s prayers from entering the 
ear of God. He succeeds for twenty-one 
days, until Michael came unto his 4de- 
liverance. Only fasting and wrestling In 
prayers will bring the answer from God 
over the top of such hinderances. 
SPIRITUAL WICKEDNESS IN 
HIGH PLACES 

Literally the “spirits of wickedness in 
the heavens,” that is, the spirits that 
work wickedness who left off to follow 
God, who are now cast out from the im- 
mediate presence of God, but lodged in 
the heavens between God and His creéa- 
tion. These oppose the prayers and ef- 
forts of God’s saints, and the only way to 
get victory is sometime “an all night 
prayer,” fasting and prayer, etc. Oh, some 
of you thought it was all joy and just to 
shout, and you fussed and criticized the 
preacher and your brother and sister 
when the shout was absent, you threat- 
ened to not go back anymore and you 
wouldn’t do this and you wouldn’t do 
that, but the only remedy is to wrestle. 
You are as much to blame as any one 
else when the service is hard. Many 
preachers sit out on their front porch and 
pass idly the time, when they should be 
“secret chamber.” 

WHOLE ARMOUR 

There is so much rich ground here 
that I reluctantly pass from one word to 
another, but I must hasten on. Armour 
comes from the Greek “panoplian,” com- 
pounded from “pan” meaning all, ana 
“hoplon” meaning a tool, an implement; 
of a ship, its tackles, cordage, cables, 
ete.; of war, all implements necessary for 
warfare. But here, of a saint of God, 
what does it mean? It means the equip- 
ment and all that is necessary to make 
the saint of God victorious in his con- 
flict; that he may have at hand his im- 
plements or tools, such things as he 
needs for his Christian work. It com- 
mands the man or the woman that is tn 
defeat at the hands of the devil, to go to 
God and put on equipment for his 
“wrestling with the devil” for his success

URE RELIGION and undefiled be- 
P:... God and the Father is this, To 
visit the fatherless and widows in their 
affliction, and to keep himself unspotted 
from the world.” James 1:27. 

“Keeping himself unspotted from the 
world.” We notice in the Word of God 
that we are to come out from the world 
and to be a separate people. We should 
not partake of worldly amusements or 
worldly habits such as going to the 
movies or any other show, swimming 
pools, dance halls, ball games, golf cr 
any other world’'y games such as check- 
ers, dominoes, card playing, or reading 
worldly literature, novels. God _ pro- 
nounces a blessing on the one who walk- 
eth not in the counsel of the ungodly, nor 
standeth in the way of sinners. We are 
compromising with the world and getting 
in their way when we participate in such 
worldly amusements. 

We are living in a day when the apes- 
tle Paul in 1 Tim. 4:1 tells us that, “Now 
the spirit speaketh expressly, that in the 
latter times some shall depart from the 
faith, giving heed to seducing spirits, and 
doctrines of devils.” The word “seduce,” 
Webster tells us, means to entice from 
the paths of rectitude, duty or virtue, 
and it is an evident fact that we are de- 
parting when we partake of wurldliness. 
I wish to call your attention to the word 
“rectitude,” which means rightness of 
principles and practices, honesty. Why 
should we not practice right living? It :s 
evidently the love of the world that has 
crept into our hearts and the Word tells 
us that if any man loves the world the 
love of the Father is not in him. Pure re- 
ligion and worldliness do not mix. We 
cannot serve two masters. The Word uf 
God tells us to let our light shine as # 
city on a hill that others might see our 
good works and be constrained. Do you 
think we can live in worldliness all day 
and then win souls for the Lord at night? 

It has become very common to see wo- 
men, supposed to be Church of God, with 
sleeveless dresses on, without hose, with 
naked and bare limbs exposed to the op- 
posite sex, when the Word of God tells 
us to adorn in modest apparel. This isn’t 
setting a godly example before your chil- 
dren and if we dress them this way we 
are failing to bring them up in the nu:- 
ture and admonition of the Lord and we 
cannot wonder why our children aren't 
becoming Christians. Set the example be 
fore them, teach them the right way ani 
it will have its effect as the Word of Goud 
tells us. “His word that goeth forth shal! 
not return void.” Tell them what th>2 
Word of God tells us about these things 
—painted lips and faces, long finger nails, 
etc. The Word tells us that He will beau- 
tify the meek with salvation. There isn’t 
anything more beautiful than one whom 
the Spirit of God is upon, and the Spirit 
of God will satisfy and give rest. Jesus 
told the Samaritan woman that the water 
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He would give her would be in her “a 
well of water springing up unto  salva- 
tion.” When we have the Spirit, it satis- 
fies and we do not care about worldliness. 
Prove all things and hold fast to that 
which is good. Is the spirit of worldliness 
better than the Spirit of the Lord? Do 
you feel as good as you did when you 
had the victory, danced, shouted and 
talked in tongues. If not, separate your- 
selves from the world. Resist the devil 
and he will flee from you. Draw nigh to 
God and He will draw nigh to you. Why 
not examine ourselves to see whether we 
be in the faith, and examine by what the 
Word of God says. 

You speak to some and they will tell 
you that there isn’t any harm in such, 
but this comes under the works of the 
flesh, reveling, plaiting the hair, having 
permanent and marcelle waves, wearing 
of gold, beads, finger rings, gold brace- 
lets, stick pins and a double breasted 
watch chain. We might say, This chain 
is necessary. The Word of God tells us 
about the wearing of gold, and this chain 
has not looked right to me since I had 
to unload. Some one will say, Oh, that 
was an impression. I am glad to get the 
impression that brings God’s Word to our 
minds and not worldliness. If we would 
get in our closets and pray till we pray- 
ed thru and get a revelation from Heav- 
en, we would not wait till some one told 
us to unload. The Holy Ghost is to lead 
us into all truth and to bring all things 
to our memory that He spoke unto us, 
and Jesus told us if we love Him we 
would keep His commandments, and we 
will. 

In the railroad shops we have a sign 
with the words “Safety first. Watch your 
step.” This would be a good motto in ev- 
ery Church of God building. We should 
watch and pray. Don’t go anywhere or 
do anything or say anything that you 
would not want Him to catch yov ™m 
should He come. We are not to let any 
corrupt communication proceed out of 
our mouths. Smutty, vulgar talking 
should be put away for Jesus tells us that 
out of the heart the mouth speaketh. If 
He is there, we talk right. Paul tells us 
in Eph. 4:1 to walk worthy of the voca- 
tion wherewith we are called. 

Vocation—occupation, living a Christ- 
like life. He is our example. He is the 
way, the truth and life. He tells us He 
is the vine and we are the _ branches 
and every branch that bringeth not fortn 
good fruit he taketh it away. We cannot 
expect to bring good fruit if we do not 
do the things He tells us to do. 

Jesus’ prayer to the Father, St. John 
17:16, “They are not of the world even 
as I am not of the world.” This was be- 
fore the disciples were sanctified and 
how can we indulge in worldliness and 
then claim the blessing of sanctification 
and the baptism of the Holy Ghost? Does 
not Paul in 1 Thess. 5:22, 23 tell us to 
abstain from all the appearance of evil, 
and the very God of peace sanctify you 
holy? Evidently there is something wrong 
with our experience for we know the 
Word of God is right. I have been pray- 
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ing for sometime and I feel this to be a 
message from the Lord to the Church ef 
God. Isa. 58:1 tells us to lift up our voice 
like a trumpet and shew the people their 
transgressions and the house of Jacop 
their sins. We tell our children, as they 
become young men and women, to play 
ball or golf for a while for bodily exer- 
cise. The Word of God tells us that bodi- 
ly exercise profiteth but little. If you 
want your children to have bodily exer- 
cise, get them to pray thru and get tne 
Holy Ghost and they will have all the 
bodily exercise they need. And if it 1s 
real, it will abide for ever, He will mani- 
fest Himself, and we can shout and dance 
and talk in tongues all along and feel like 
David when he said he felt like running 
thru troops and leaping over walls. We 
will not need the ungodly exercise. But 
there is a spirit in saved people today 
to want to be like the world in fashion, 
but God’s Word tells us to be unspottea 
from the world. We preach against to- 
bacco and snuff but are afraid Sister 
Mary or Sister Sue maybe will get wrong 
if we tell them about short and sleeve- 
less dresses with low necks, and no hose. 
I had just as soon they would dip snuff 
because this is worldliness and ina 
worse form. 


When we pastors go thru the prophets’ 
gates and lift up a standard for the peo- 
ple, we will see signs and wonderful 
miracles performed and the places where 
we are assembled will be shaken with tle 
power of God, instead of dry and formal 
services. How I long to see a halt called 
by our good ministers and all speak the 
same thing and unity prevail in His 
Church. Let’s quit you like men and De 
strong. Notice Judges 16:20, “And Sam- 
son awoke out of his sleep and said, 1 
will go out as at other times before and 
shake myself, and he wist not that the 
Lord had departed from him.” What 
caused the Lord’s departure? Taking up 
with the wrong. Be careful or something 
will get your strength. We should stand 
fast in the liberty wherewith Christ has 
made us free and be not again entangled 
with the yoke of bondage. May the Lord 
bless this to the hearts of the readers 1s 
my prayer.

HERE there is no vision, the peo- 
\\ ple perish.” Truly, my heart is 
stirred within me as I consider the lack 
of missionary spirit among our people at 
this time. I have just finished reading 
the mission column in the Dec. 10th issue 
of the Evangel, and I wonder what we 
will tell the Lord of the harvest; what 
excuse will we render to the great Shep- 
herd of the sheep for all the _ precious 
souls who are being lost because we have 
lost the “wisdom.” 

Think of an old lady like Grandma 
Chick, sacrificing her life in the bleak 
winters of the far north, sleeping on a 
straw mattress (as I am informed that 
they do or have done) and she, with her 
daughter and family living on potatoes 
and salt for three weeks at a time, while 
we glut our lustful appetites and say we 
are too poor to give to missions. Truly 
we have lost the vision of the needs of 
this sin-sick, judgment-bound world and 
those who are giving their lives to do 
what they can. 

You say we are too poor. I deny such 
a statement, and sight you to the Bible. 
Look to Gal. 4:6, 7, He says we are sons, 
and if sons then heirs of God through 
Christ. Again, look to Rom. 8:32. “He 
that spared not his own Son, but deliver- 
ed him up for us all, how shall he not 
with him also freely give us all things’? 
Is God poor? Has He suddenly gone bank- 
rupt? Does He not tell us in Psalm 50, 
that every beast of the forest is His, and 
the cattle upon a thousand hills? 

Israel suffered, toiled and cried until 
their cry reached heaven and the Lord 
said, “I have seen, I have seen the af- 
fliction of my people which is in Egypt, 
and I have heard their groaning, and am 
come down to deliver them. And now 
come, I will send thee into Egypt.” These 
words recorded in Acts 7:34 were spok- 
en to Moses, and he immediately caught 
the vision and away to Egypt he went 
and rested not until he had landed that 
great body of people safely at the en- 
trance of Canaan. 

As I sit here in my little corner which 
I call my study, pecking out this mes- 
sage, I look out of my window to the 
west and I see the sky is clear and beau- 
tiful, the sun is shining in all his 
strength, and I can see for miles and 
miles out, out, on through space, but later 
on the sun sets, the darkness falls and I 
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can no longer see, no not even as far as 
the street below me. What’s the matter? 
My vision has been blurred by the dark- 
ness, I can no longer see with the natur- 
al eye and must turn on the light. Ger 
the thought? When we were filled and 
thrilled with the presence and power of 
Jesus, and cuvuld feel the Holy Ghost 
running up and down the avenues of our 
soul, and the Sun of righteousness had 
risen with healing in His wings and was 
shining brightly in our souls, our vision 
was clear and we could see afar, but now 
as the clouds of opposition begin to hover 
around us, the fierce winds of the depres- 
sion begin to chill our hearts, we begin 
to look at the waves and so begin to sink. 
I am afraid that we have sat around and 
whined, complained and talked depres- 
sion until our joy has leaked out and the 
Holy Ghost is grieved beyond our com- 
prehension. 

How may we regain our lost vision? 
First, by earnest praying, and confession. 
But, you say, to what shall we confess? 
Have we sinned? Dear brother, sister, I 
am going to leave this question for you 
to answer, but remember that the sin cf 
“omission” is just as serious as the sin 
of commission, and to obey is better than 
sacrifice and to hearken than the fat of 
rams. In Isa. 1:19 He says, “If we be 
willing and obedient, ye SHALL eat the 
good of the land.” Now if we can look the 
facts square in the face without feeling 
that we have failed God somewhere, then 
I am through, and have no more to say. 
(See Dan. 9:3-19). 

The second step toward regaining our 
lost vision, is a close study of God’s 
Bible. I do not feel that I need to point 
out the hundreds of texts that show us 
our responsibility as regards the mission 
field. I am sure you know where they 
are; read them, ponder them day and 
night, and as Mary told the servants to 
do, so you must do likewise. John 2:5, 
last clause. 

The next thing I ask you to do, is to 
get a Minute of the 27th Annual Assem- 
bly, look to page 42, there you will find 
a report of money paid into the foreign 
mission treasury for the year ending 
Sept. 30, 1932. The total receipts for the 
period is $4,087.28. Divide this amount 
equaliy among the membership of the 
Church as reported in the 1931 minutes; 
the result is an average of nearly 14c per 
member, for the year. Of course, for each 
dollar paid into the foreign mission treas- 
ury there was also one paid into the state 
treasure for the home mission field, but 
at its best I feel sure that we could have 
done a great deal more, had we only 
been willing to sacrifice a little more. 

Think of the first Missionary who ever 
came to this world—Jesus, the precious 
Son of God and the Prince of glory, and 
of Him it is said that for our sakes He 
became poor, that we through His pov- 
erty might be rich. I find no record in 
the Bible of where Jesus, during His life 
on earth, possessed any more of this 
world’s good than just the clothes that 
He wore, and He was dependent on the

(Lesson 4) 

Subject: “JESUS FORGIVING SIN.” 

‘IME: May-June, A. D. 28, in the sec- 
ond year of Christ’s ministry. 

PLACE: Capernaum, Christ’s head- 
quarters, on the northwest shore of Gaii- 
lee. 

GOLDEN TEXT: The Son of man hain 
power on earth to forgive sins. Mark 2:10. 

LEADING THOUGHT: The fact that 
Jesus torgives sins plainly shows that He 
is divine. 








LESSON TEXT 

Mark 2:1-12. “And again he entered 
intu Capernaum after some days; and it 
was noised that he was in the house.” 
Returning again where He had cast out 
a devil in the synagogue, one has but tv 
imagine with what joy and excitement 
hearers would hail His coming, after it 
was “noised .” 

V. 2. “And straightway many were 
gathered together, insomuch that there 
was no room to receive them, no, not so 
much as about the door.” Good men 
would be drawn to Him, Bad men would 
be benefited by Him. Such throngs were 
eager for a touch of the Master’s hand, 
for a glimpse at His graceful form. “And 
he preached the word unto them” this 
was His chief aim, as it is written, “They 
shall all be taught of God.” Fragrant 
flowers cannot be concealed; their fra- 
grance betrays their whereabouts. 

V.3. “And they came unto him, bring- 
ing one sick of the palsy, which was 
borne of four.” A disease rendering the 
patient eminently helpless. “Borne of 
four.”” Such was his only hope of obtain- 
ing help. This is equally true of those In 
sin—some one must bring them to Jesus. 

V. 4. When hindered from being abie 
to get their patient to Jesus, faith is per- 
ceptive of some method and will not sup- 
mit to defeat. The stairway possibly ran 
up the outside of the house. (See Deut. 
22:8). Luke 5:18 tells us that they took 
him upon the house top and broke the 
tiling open and let him down in the 
midst. Faithful workers will not be de- 
feated. 

Vv. 5. “When Jesus saw their faith.” It 
is strikingly interesting to note the man- 
ner in which Jesus recognizes the incl- 
dent. “Saw their faith.”” He recognizes the 
true element of such an effort. His ready 
response is seen in His immediate an- 
swer “unto the sick of the palsy, Son, 
thy sins be forgiven thee.” Jesus here 
attributes sickness in the creation as re- 
sulting from sin. He expresses His will- 
ingness to forgive such, and restore its 
effects. Matthew adds the words “Be of 
good cheer.” 

V. 6 expresses the “scribes” as “rea- 
soning in their hearts,” but void of 
the cause of sickness and in lack of sym- 
pathy they immediately express indigna- 
tion at such glorious deliverance from 
sin and its effects. 

V. 7. “The ungodly change the besr 
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medicine into poison, and prevent the 
holiest truths. The slanderer’s custom is, 
not to try to ascertain the spéaker’s 
meaning, but by some means to pervert 
and wrest his words.” The scribes could 
not perceive in Jesus the glory of the 
“only begotten of God.” The light was 
shining in darkness, and the darkness 
comprehended it not. 

V. 8 As an X-ray locates that whicn 
is foreign to the body through which it 
is looking, so Jesus here perceives the 
“thoughts” of the scribes to be out of 
harmony with His action, Notice: “When 
Jesus perceived in his spirit that they 
reasoned within themselves” He imme- 
diately questions such reasoning. 

V. 9. Answering, “Whether is it east- 
er to say to the sick of the palsy, Thy 
s.ms be forgiven thee; or to say, Arisv, 
and take up thy bed and Walk”? Removoy- 
ing the cause that had bound the man 
sick of the palsy, was equal unto de 
manding obedience of a servant, in com- 
manding him to “arise and walk.” It 
was, however, milder on the part of Jc- 
sus and pictures Him as a tender, com- 
passionate Savior and not so much a Mas- 
ter, though He was both. 

V. 10. Jesus here pictures immediate 
forgiveness of sins, by manifesting an 
immediate pardon. He further shows that 
forgiveness is a thing to be enjoyed rath- 
er than a chastisement in progress. He 
here demonstrates His power to deal 
with sin and to effect redemption by 
means of freedom from the bondage of 
Satan. 

V. 11. The questioning of Jesus’ pow- 
er and authority to forgive sins upon 
earth, by the scribes, is here refuted with 
an outward and sensible evidence that 
it is not ficticious or imaginary. Unto 
every sick soul He says, “Arise, and take 
up your bed.” If our “bed” be our affec- 
tions in which we rest, He does not bid 
us to cast them away. 

V. 12 records the immediate victory 
and response of the “palsied man.” “Be- 
fore them all.” Some were amazed, from 
the Greek “eksistasthai,” meaning to be 
driven out of their senses. Their failure 
to understand had bewildered them. Oth- 
ers that perceive and believe the truth 
of the miracle, are found “glorifyins 
God.” “We never saw it on this fashion.” 
Christ always brings some new  revela- 
tion and glory of Himself as well as 
some eventful and glorious deliverance 
of His creation. 

“Palsy,” an adjective; ‘“paralytikos,” 
meaning one paralyzed.

OBEDIENCE 


“Though he were a Son, yet learned he 
obedience by the things which he snf- 
fered,” Heb. 5:8. 

Obedience is necessary to be a perfect 
Christian. In the scripture above we fina 
that even the Son of God learned obeit- 
ence. The result of His obedience 1s tnar 
He became the author of eternal salva- 
tion unto all them that obey Him. 

Obedience is the act or fact of obeying. 
compliance with that which is requir-a 
by authority. Then if obedience is ope: 
ing or complying with the requirements 
of authority, it is necessary to obey ite 
Bible and those who have the rule over 
you. It is important that we give ear tn, 
heed and comply with the orders. To obey 
does not mean to hear alone. To obey ts 
to hear, listen to the commands or en- 
treaties, and then act as it is required. 
To be obedient is to be attentive, yieid- 
ing, submissive and dutiful. 

Jesus Christ was perfectly obedient to 
our heavenly Father. He was yielding: 
He was submissive; He was dutiful. His 
yielding and submissiveness to God js 
beautifully exemplified in Luke 22:42. 
Jesus, in the most trying hours of His 
life, was submissive. Oh! that yielding 
spirit, the spirit of obedience when He 
cried, “Nevertheless not my will, but 
thine, be done.” 

Jesus the Son of God was obedient to 
the rulers of the land. It was required 
that they pay tribute and Jesus. sent 
Simon to pay the tribute. Then if Jesus 
the Son of God, the author of our salva- 
tion, was obcdient, how much more is it 
neccessary for us to be obedient.The Bib:e 
teachcs that it is necessary to obey. Gen. 
27:8, “Therefore, my son, obey my voice 
according to that which I command 
thee.” In Deut. 11:27 we find a blessing 
is pronounced upon those who obey God’s 
command. Unless we obey it is impossi- 
ble to enjoy God’s blessings, His favor, or 
this wonderful salvation. Our salvation 
depends on obedience. Paul told the jail- 
er, “Believe on the Lord Jesus, and thou 
shalt be saved.” If the jailer had not obey- 
ed he could not have been saved. Jesus 
anointed the blind man’s eyes and told 
him to go wash in the pool of Siloam. If 
the man had refused to obey Jesus he 
would have remained blind. 

Our justification depends on obedience. 
1 John 1:7, “If we walk in the light, as 
he is in the light, we have fellowship one 
with another, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 
If we fail to walk in the light we are fail- 
ing to obey. Then if we are not obeying, 
our justification ceases. If we are obey- 
ing, then we are walking in the light. 
Obedience brings justification. 

To be obedient we must carefully lis- 
ten to God’s voice. Be attentive to the 
Word of God. After you have heard God’s 
voice and carefully read God’s Word, 
then be submissive and yield yourself 
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unto God’s will that He may use you for 
His honor and glory. Fulfill your duty t+ 
God. 

Eph. 6:1 teaches us that children 
should obey their parents. We are as 
children. God is our Father, so we need 
to obey Him. Rom. 13:1, 2, “Let every 
soul be subject unto the higher powers. 
For there is no power but of God: the pow- 
ers that be are ordained of God. Whosv- 
ever therefore resisteth the power, re- 
sisteth the ordinance of God.” In this 
scripture we are taught to obey the 
magistrates, and that to disobey them we 
d'sobey the ordinance of God. The laws 
of our country are to be obeyed. Not 
only to our parents, to God, and to tne 
laws of our country are we to be obedt- 
ent, but to our pastors also. Our eterna! 
joy, peace and happiness lays in obedt- 
ence. How careful we should be; what 
earnest heed we should give the Word of 
God; how carefully we should heed the 
voice of the Holy Spirit and seek the dil- 
vine approval of God. Remember that “To 
obey is better than sacrifice.”—James A. 
Cross.

in the ministry. God wants the Church tu 
win out over the devil, and made ar- 
rangements for its victory, and it is our 
fault if we do not have success. A fore 
man would never send a man to work 
without tools, nor did God call you to 
preach or work in His vineyard without 
arranging for your success through Hir 
gifts and graces, but you wanted to idie 
around. The place where the armour ‘s 
put on is the secret chamber of prayer: 
but men or women who spend their tim 
visiting their good-paying members and 
out car riding and engaged in lig’ 
chaffy conversation, will never wear thu: 
armour. They will never be more than a 
mere preacher. You have wondered wn. 
God did not answer your prayer, why 
God does not use you mightily. The fact 
is that you are not equipped for service 
God dares not trust you far away. In- 
stead of you being able to wage an ag- 
gressive offensive against the devil, Goa 
has had to hold His hand over you atl 
the time to keep you from going down Jp 
defeat. 
EMPHASIS 

The apostle starts out telling us to pur 
on the whole armour of God that we 
might be able to stand against the wiles 
of the devil. V. 11. Then after defying 
pir enemies’ ranks, he emphasizes by say 
ing, “Wherefore,” because of these evil 
powers, “take unto you” the whole 
armour of God.” Take comes from the 
Greek “analambano,” meaning to take 
up, to take into one’s hands. He pictures 
the armour as laying at your feet, and 
he bids you pick it up and put it on. It 
was not your idea that you had to stoop 
down to put on the armour of God; you 
thought it was by climbing up. Some of 
you tried to climb up after it. Never mind 
that, you humble yourself under the 
mighty hand of God and He will lift up. 
It is humility we need most; this comes 
by putting on your sackcloth of prayer 
and fasting. 

The law of God demands that whoso- 
ever humbleth himself shall be exalted, 
and he who exalteth himself shall be 
abased. We ordinarly start climbing up 
toward God, but as I pointed out some- 
time ago, when God laid the foundation 
of the universe it was by a casting down. 
Christ first descended, He later ascended. 
Humiliation and then exaltation, ana 
should you be exalted without humillta- 
tion a fall is ever imminent. 

VICTORY 

Turning to Col. 2:15 we find that, 
Christ hath spoiled those principalities 
and powers mentioned in Eph. 6:12. Tho 
not as yet cast down, they are neverthe. 
less spoiled; Christ has led “captivity 
captive.” Eph. 4:8. He has now ascendea 
“that he might fill all things.” Let us 
therefore come unto Him for His vie- 
torious filling. 

EVIL DAY 

The apostle in verse thirteen calls this 

an. “evil day,” and to this we might add 


John 5: 19, where he says the “whole 
world lieth in the wicked one;” also Gat. 
1:4, where Paul speaks of the “presen: 
evil age.” During such a time as this the 
apostle exhurts, as a means of safety ana 
being able to stand, that we take unto 
ourselves “the whole armour of God.” 
With the armour of God we are able “to 
withstand,” but when Satan catches the 
child of Ged unarmed and unequipped, he 
always launches his attack. 
FAITH 

He adds as part of this equipment, 
“Above all, taxing the shield of faith.” it 
is more important than anything else oz 
all his armour. By faith we plead with 
God: equally so we apply the use of the 
power He has imparted. The apostle ts 
here speaking as though modern war 
fare was in exhibition; he pictures the 
saint of God fighting behind the “shield 
of faith” as a soldier fighting behind hls 
shield. But sometimes Satan overrides 
your shield and gets in behind it and 
then you have your “wrestle.” Perhaps 
this is the result of lack of prayer, or be- 
ing at leisure in your work.
